Cases In which this treatment has 
already boon tried on diphtheritic pa­ 
tients are stated to be completely suc­ 
cessful, but some doubts exist as to 
the hot air or to the serums, applied 
at tho same time.

ly heading for the Alabama state line.

The safe in the ex press car was se­ 
cured by a time sig nal lock when the 
train left New Orleans and there 
was

g uard

ear in addi­ 
tion to the reg ular messeng er. 
It 1» 
said that in the rilled car there was 
one packag e of money representing 
the pay roil of the Alabama &. Vicks­ 
burg railroad at Meridian and about 
twenty live packag es of cash represent­ 
ing the remittances of ag ents of the 
Southern Ex press company at points 
along the Vicksburg . Shreveport & Pa­ 
cific railroad. 
In 
addition to thefo 
there were two or more sacks of sil­ 
ver, containing $ 1,000each, other pack 
ag es of currency and several packag es 
of jewelry , valuable stock certificates 
and bonds.
